LARGE  FLOWERING 

ANNA  KASKAS.  A  large  commercial  variety  producing  full  rounded 
closely  incurved  blooms  6  to  7  inches  across  when  grown  two 
blooms  to  the  plant.  Its  color  is  a  bright  shade  of  golden-bronze. 
A  good  grower  with  excellent  stem  and  foliage.  Its  habit  of 
growth  is  vigorous,  attaining  a  height  of  five  feet.  Select  second 
crown  or  terminal  buds  Sept.  5th  to  10th.  Matures  Nov.  1st 
to  5th.

PINK  BERGEN.  Nice  incurved  pink  coming  into  bloom  about  Oct.

POMPONS 

AUTUMN  GLOW.  Growers  of  pot  plants  will  welcome  this  introduc¬ 
tion  for  its  luminous  color  which  immediately  attracts  attention. 
It  is  a  glowing  bright  red  on  opening,  changing  to  vivid  bronze-red 
and  remaining  attractive  for  a  long  period.  Flowers  are  21/2-3 
inches  across,  quite  double  and  of  excellent  texture.  Plant  is 
semi-dwarf,  requires  little  pinching  and  particularly  adaptable 
for  pot  culture.

A  letter  before  each  variety  indicates,  for  quick 
reference,  the  season  of  flowering — -early,  late,  etc. 
The  date  after  each  variety  is  approximate  date  of 
flowering. 

E — Early.  To  get  best  flowers  it  is  important  to  order 
early  and  plant  early  in  May  or  June  for  best  results. 
If  buds  are  not  formed  on  dates  shown,  reserve  the 
first  bud  appearing  after  that  date. 

M — Midseason.  When  seasons  are  favorable,  some  of  these 
will  bloom  a  few  days  before  November  1st. 

L — Late.  Late  flowering  varieties  usually  have  best  blooms 
about  November  10th,  if  early  buds  are  taken  and 
the  season  is  favorable.  These  varieties  may  be  had 
for  later  blooming  by  selecting  the  later  buds  and 
planting  later. 

T — Thanksgiving  varieties  usually  flower  shortly  before 
Thanksgiving,  but  can  be  held,  in  most  cases  for 
Thanksgiving  sales.
